TO THE MINERS OF CALIFORNIA 



The steamer Laboucticre starts this morn- 
ing for San Francisco, subsidized by the 
Vancouver Island Uoverumont to carry mails 
and passengers direct from that port to Vic- 
toria. What with tho Aotivo running to 
Now Westminster via this city threo limes 
in two months nud the Labouchere making 
similar if not more frequent trips, tho people 
of Vancouver Island will havo the bemfit ol 
at least a three-times a month direct com- 
munication with California. This is not all 
however ; the Hudson's Bay Company's 
steamer is bound by contract not to exeesd 
$15 in the fare. Tho Active or any other 
steamer running in opposition must nccos- 
sarily adopt as low a scale ; so that we fibu.ll 
have not only the benefit of direct, regular, 
anil frequent communication, but tho pus 
sage will tie fixed at rates low enough to 
meet tho ciroumstancea of tho poorest class 
of miners. Indeed wo would not be at 
all surprised to find, if the domand justi- 
fies tho competition of another boat, as 
is likely to be tho case, the lates of passage 
reduced to a merely nominal figure. Taking, 
however, tho maximum amount S15, the 
California n iner will be enabled to reaeli th ■ 
Big Br.r.d at a total cost from San Francisco 
of 541 50. This includes meals both en 
steamers and along the road. The quickest 
travelling time from San Francisco to tie 
mines is put down at about eight days ; the 
slowest, and tho method which tho great 
bulk of the miners will adopt, will cover 12 
d-tya. So far then we have given, us near 
as the most reliable authority can give 
the cost and time of reaching tho new gold 
fields of British Columbia. The other desi- 
deratum, aud which is of much more import- 
ance to the miner, is the advantages which 
ore offered when he reaches his: destination 
And here we tread on delicato ground ; for 
well we know how usual and how natural n 
is for newspapers to fall into hyperbole in 
describing the character of new digging', 
and how disastrous are the consequences 
which sometimes flow Irom tho exaggerations. 
We can, however, salcly say that the news- 
paper pre;s of Doth colonies has rather un- 
derrated than overrated tho auriferous cha- 
racter of Big Bend. Nothing, so far us we 
are concerned, has been stated that cannot 
be substantiated by numbers of eye-witnesses. 
In December last we had the statements 
of nearly all the miners who came from 
tho new diggings, and thoy corresponded in a 
degree never wo believe known in a mining 
cruntry before. At that time, and after 
carefully analysing every report Irom Big 
Uend wo said, " So far as is yet known the 
gold region extends over a hundred miles ; 
tho sinking is shallow ; the ground rich : 
ami the mii.es comparatively easily reached. 
From all the accounts we huve received, nnd 
they are almost strangely unanimous, there 
is but one conclusion to come to, and that i- 
that the greatest gold mining region in any 
country on tho Pacific has been discovered. 
This is no idle assertion. If we lake the 
statements of those men who have had prac- 
tical mining experience at Big Bend, we find 
that the average yield of the gold fields when 
opened is computed at from half an ounce 
to four ounces a day per hand. It ia need- 
less to say that, no gold mining country hi 
the world can equal this- California n • ■ r 
Australia, nor Montana nor Idaho, cannot 
pretend to a comparison." What wo have 
siiico learned has led U3 to entertain i ten 
more glowing ideas of the new Eldorado. 
We find that the miners were not only budly 
supplied with food, but almost destitute ol 
proper mining appliances — that they, in 
many instances, only got their claims opened 
us winter was setting in — that in fact lli * 
were the most ill provided and hardly-dealt 
with body of men that ever undertook to 
open up a mining region. And yet, despite 
all these difficulties, we Und on hill claim 
known as Dupuy's taking out $'2,000 in 
eight days— two men having, in one of the 
days, obtained as much as S80O. Tho Dia 
covery claim, of lour men, took out sixty- 
four ounces in one day — tho claim averaging 
throughout from two to four ounces to the 
hand. Shop. Bailey's Co. took out in u 
very little lime SI, 000, and got ns high 
twelve ounces to tho pan. These wore 
French Creek, a tributary of (I. Id Cn 
which Hows into tho Columbia, the sinking on 
former runs Irom six to Glteeu feet. Tho go I 
is coarse, and it would appear to bo widely 
disseminated, lor on the creek beinjf 
prospected Ulteen miles larther up similui 
rich prospects were obtained. On Cane-' 
Creek which is a tributary of tb 3 Co- 
lumbia much lurthor south than French 
creek, the Binking is deeper, thirty-six Lei 
having been put down without meeting the 
bedrock. Fifteen dollars to the hand were 
obtained by Carries and his companions from 
tho loose gravel. Chaprou & Co. washed 
SIO a day. Smith & Co. got font bits to il.- 
pan in loose gravel and calculated tho dirt to 
turn out from two to threo ounces a day to 
thu hand. On McCulloch's Creek, another 
tributary ol Cold Creek, the companies were 
making from two to threo ounces a day to 
iba hand. Thirty-five ouncea wore obtained 
(mm thu high bed-rock. On the top of the 
hill four bits to the pun were obtained in the 
loose gravel, We have here only enumerated 
thu crocks that are so far best known ; but 
it is a remarkable lact that wherever othi i 
creeks wero tried with any degroe of fairness 
they yielded invariably go> d pay. Tho 
extent of the mines can he bettor inferred 
from the statements that Cold Creek itself 
is ono hundred miles long. Wo have here, 
therefore, all the essential qualities of at- 
tractive mines. Wo hnvu them rich, large 
in extent, shallow nnd therefore easily 
worked. If indeed mines ever deserved the 
uuma of be.ing " poor meu's aigj; tigs" thnso

ItKTHENCH MKNT AND 1NC01IP 

The meeting convened by T. 
Esq., M.L.A., took place in ll 
of the Institute on Wednesday night I 
The building was densely crowded, and the 
greatest interest was tnunifested in the pro- 
ceedings. 

J. Hryden, Esq , was unanimously chosen 
to the chair, M. Hale, Esq, officiating as 
secretary. 

The Chairman briefly slated the purpose 
for which tho meeting was colled hy Mr. 
Cunningham, and then requested that gentles 
man to address tho audience. 

Mr. Cunningham then came forward and 
was roceived by the audience with loud and 
prolonged cheering. He staled that his ob 
ject in calling Ihe meeting together w is to 
have an expression of their opinion on the 
course which ho had taken in the House of 
Assembly ou the retrenchment movement, as 
well as to hear their views on the question ol 
having Nanaimo incorporated. Ho should 
huve culled the meeting at an earlier date 
had ho not heard thut an attempt had been 
made to hold one on iho night previous to his 
arrival, nnd tho way in which it was eon- 
ducted certainly was neither creditnblo to 
those engaged in it nor encouraging to him 
as thoir representative. They should bear in 
mind that when he was sent down as their 
member he was unprepared lor a Parliament- 
ary cureer, having paid but little attention 
to ihe study of politics. However, be was 
pretty well acquainted with thu wants ol the 
lown, and in the action he had laken to have 
those wants supplied he thought Nanaimo 
had little to complain. His constituents had 
been rather remiss, however, in conveying to 
him instructions as to what they wanted 'lone. 
Their proper course should have been to 
have held frequent public meetings, and by 
this means acquainted him with their wishes, 
Before going into tho subjects of retrench- 
ment and municipal incorporation, be wished 
lo call attention to the petition, purporting 
to emanate from the people of Nanainio, which 
hud been sent down tu Victoria during bis 
absence from the House. The petition was a 
notable piece of hole-and-corner work, and 
worthy of the cause it represented, but nn 
insult to himself and the common sense ol tbti 
community. The whole afiiir was character- 
ized by Ihe hon. gentlemen as a mean and 
cuvert act to retain in office u gentleman who 
ought to be above all such aid (cheer.-). The 
speaker then went on to dilate on the subject 
of retrenchment, which he considered a public 
necessity. Such had been the effects ol the 
depression in Victoria that lie believed if the 
whole of the real estate of thai city were now 
brought into the market it would not realize 
25 cents on the dollar. In the progress ol 
Victoria Nanaimo wus directly interested. 
The more Victoria increased in wealth und 
population the more coal she would buy Irom 
Nanaimo. The interests of tho two places 
were identical. Therefore, it was the boiiuden 
duly of Nanaimo to support by every means 
in her powei any measure which bad lor lis 
object the lessoning ol that depression, and 
us one of tho means towards that end ho 
would meniion retrenchment (applause). 
I he civil list had been on the increase ever 
since 1801, when all lhat was a-kcl for .vas 
8fi8.G47. At lhat lime, too, the population 
was more numerous and there was more 
wealth in the country. Now, whilst iho pop- 
ulation and weallh of the colony hud materi- 
ally decreased, we are asked to pay $93 000. 
and nil for trie in lintenancc ol a bloated 
stall of officials. The 
however, had used Ihe pruning ki 
Tbey hud u 1 1 seen the p in he I 
the debates (cheers), und he wa 
evening lo tell tbem that his win 
action was dictated by conscienti 
(Applause.) In regard to ont 
retrenchment scheme affecting Nanaimo — 
ho alluded to the Postmaster's salary — he 
believed that S.'IOO was quite Euliicieiit lor 
thai office considering Ihe amount o! work lo 
be transacted. The office hours (Irom ten 
till four) were unsuitable to the working por- 
tion of tho community. The best place lo 
havo the institution located would be in a 
place ol business, where tho public would 
have the interval between seven in ihe morn- 
ing and eight in the evening for the postage 
and receipt of their letters, lie (the iipeaker, 
hud seen such a system work 
of over 16 000 of a populutioi 
times the postal business wa- 
in this. Great complaint wi 
conduct ol the department h 
regarded the postmaster as an 
honorable young man; ; but 111 
who wore allowed to handle 
who had no authority to do so; besides they 
wero very instilling and arrogant to applicants. 
The lion, gentleman then went on to review 
(he course pursued by the Assembly in refer- 
ence to the estimates, pointing out the various 
items which had been slrtick out and the 
grunts which ha had secured lor Nanaimo. 
(Voice — We'll never get them) He con- 
tended that they would he received wl cn 
they hud proper persons to demand them — 
tho corporation. The sums voted lor Ibe 
town in all amounted to 810,100. This was 
not so bud, considering that Nanaimo con- 
tributed but §12,000 lo the General Revenue. 
He hud asked lor a larger sum for the school 
than was voted, and had the promise ol more 
aid for that institution when the finances 
would allow of it. Victoria fared worse than 
Nanaimo in ibis respect, as no appropriation 
was made for her schools at all. lie would 
now alliido tn tho second question of the 
evening — tho municipality- They would see 
by tho papers that he had asked leave lo in- 
troduce sybil I to incorporate tho town; hut 
hu would not proceed with il until he had 
laid the matter beloro iham for their sanction, 
lly having tho town incorporated a great 
benefit would, ho believed, be conferred on 
the inhabitants. They would have the con- 
trol ol their schools and public buildings, und 
all the taxes raised by the corporation would 
be luid out in thu place in material improve- 
monts. Much belter to do Ibis with thu 
money than allow it to go lor tho support ol 
a lot of broken-down swells who wcio of no 
earthly use (cheers). They would still have 
magistrate!!, but unpaid ones, who, he hud no 
hesitation in saying, would be lound quite us 
eflioieut, though something less despotic, than 
the present stipendiary (cheers).
